measurable. The October 1 weight was ( 
considered to be the enimals top condi- — 
tlon weight after a full summer grazing 
on good quality bermuda and native 
grass pasture. With the October 
weighing, all animals were wormed 
with Levasole Boluses and Subsequent 
feces tests showed the worming effec¬ 
tive and the animals parasite free. 

The animals were subsequently 
weighed on January 1, 1988 and 
February 26, 1983 and those weightB 
compared to the October weight In an 
effort to measure the animals weight 
retention and thus its "foraging 
ability." 

Twenty-two animals were included In 
the test. Only cows and breeding age 
heifers were Included in the teat In an 
attempt to minimize weight gain, or 
loss, variables associated with younger
